And during ube 
months of August, «eptember and Oc- 
iobe’, Hudson’s Stras’s are much more 
certainly and safeiy navignble than 
the straiis of Belle Isie, through which

A RAILWAY PRESIDENT 
ON GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP 

Winnipeg Tribune; Addressing the 
university students in Chicago a few 
days ago, Mc. Paul Morton,  vice- 
president of the Santa Fee Railway 
Company, declared with reference to 
the recent consolidation of great lines 
that government ownership was the 
best solution of ibe tailway problem. 
This, the wituess thinks, was a startl- 
ing proposition to come from a railwa; 
man of grknowledged standing and 
jong experience. But he maintained 
it by pointing out that’ a few amen 
practically owning and controlling 
all the railways in the country, a 


Btate of affairs which mus? soon 
come into operatibn, wduld  bhve 
a power over the property and the 


lives of the people dangerous to the 
existence of the republic, and could 
not be tolerated. There are two other 
alternatives, Mr. Morton said, which 
might be tried before the final so- 
lution of government ownersh@p, 
hese are the legalizing of either le- 
gilimate pooling of the unification 
of ownership of all the railways sys- 
lems. The latter he regarded as 
better than the former, but open to 
ihe fatal objection that consolidated 
private Ownership under government 
control, as it should necessarily be. 
would bring the railway power more 
into polities than ever, and raise the 
question in an acute form, whether 
the government should control the 
railways or the railways coatrol the 
government. ,Mr. Morton predicts 
that the question will have, to be 
settled in less than ten years.

'The 
policing ot the Transvaal and Orange 
River Coleny will be carried out very 
largely by individuals and small de- 
tached parties having troop headquart- 
ers in the nearest large town. The 
chief headquarters will be at Joban- 
neshung and Bloemfontein, where bar- 
racks are to be built 10 accommodate 
the headquarters services. It is a 
big beat which the South African. 
chief constable has io cover—nearly 
£00,000 square’ miles—and, so ; much 
depends upon, the tact of individual 
members of the force that very speci- 
al trainiog wilt have to be given ‘io 
recruits when once military operations 
cease. Ultimately the force wil! total 
ahout 20,000 men, with about 30,000 
horses. Future promotions io com- 
missions will targely be made from 
the ranks by merit.

BRITAIN AND TARIFF, 


In a despatch from Washington oc- 
curs the statement credited to United 
Siates Conpul Boyle at Livergyorl; 
“There is a large and ever-increas- 
ing number of thoughtful and well-in- 
formed people in Great Britain who 
express the serious beiief that if radi- 
cal changes do not come albout ini the 
near future, tie United Kingdom will 
be relegated to the third position in 
ihe ranks of the world’s trade and 
commerce.” 

It is conceded, says, Censui 
Royle, that in marufactures Great 
Britain, within the last few years, has 
failed to meet the competition of the 
Siates and Germany. Mr. Boyle says 
ihe optimisiically inclined piead excep- 
iional and marvellous natura! advan- 
tages as far as the United ‘Staites is 
concerned, while as to Germany’s fierce 
competition, the unsatisfactory finan- 
cial and commercial situation now pre- 
vailing in that empire is cited as an 
instance of a country booming tiself 
too rapidly. 

The ery of “Something must be 
done,” says the coastl is  gphing! up 
from commercial bodies, political 
speakers, ecouowmics wrilers and from 
the newspapers. There are fears ex- 
pressed, says Mr. Boyle, that even in 
the carrying trade the supremacy of 
Great Britain is threatened. When 
the war in South Africa is over, ‘he 
says, there is certain vo be a, popular 
demand for legislative action and the 
indications are that the British gov- 
ernment will be compelled to give 
more earnest consideration vo matters 
relating to trade and commerce. 

There is a strong sentiment ameng 
ithe masses of Great Britain and ove 
which appears io be gaining streng\no 
as time goes on, in favot ot bringing 
about what kas become popularly 
known as “Fair trade andr whieh, 
says Mr. Boyle, is nothing but reci- 
procity. Protection per se, he says, 18 
not very much advocated, but it is 
sigrifieant that many of the most 
widely circulated papers of England 
are. boldly advocating a policy; of (‘fair 
trade,” or “do to ovhers as they) do ‘to 
you.” Against this sentiment, however, 
the consul says, must ‘be set ithe na- 
tional dislike to change an established 
institution of which free trade is one 
of the most fundamental. - °

ZEEFONTEIN. 

The attack was made by DeWei’s 

forces on Christmas morning; 


Kitchener's despatch reads; The 
column was encamped on a solitary 
kopje, whose southerr. side was almost 
precipitous. The outposis pn thet 
uarthern side were well pushed out. 
The position, which was naturally a 
strong ore, had also been entrenched. 
The night was moonlit but cloudy. De- 
tails have not been received, but it is 
stated; “that the Boeys chimbed the 
precipitous southern side and collected 
near the tep. ; 

At 2 o'clock in the morning the 
Boers suddenly attacked the pickets on 
the summit in superior numbers. Bo- 
fore the men in the camp were able jio 
get clear of the tents the Boers rushed 
through, shooting them as they were 
coming out. The officers, including 
Major Williams, were shot while try- 
ing to stem the tide. Lieut. Harwich, 
who worked the pou-pom, was shot 
through the heart. Lieut. Watney 
was killed while leading a charge. 
There was no panic among our men, 
All did their bes‘, but once the picket 
was overwhelmed the superior force 
of the Boers had all the advantage, 

fnucluding the casuglties, half the 
column is now at Elands River Pridge. 
The remainder are prisoners. 

A 15-pounder, after two rounds, be- 
Paine jammed. Dhe men conpoBing 
the detachment stood by the gun and 
were shot down ground it, 

Lieut. Scarleti, who was wounded; 
was Overlooked by the Boers and left 
behinj. He saw two wagon loads of 
deal and wounded Foers carried off. 
They were mostly bit during ibe first 
attack on the picket. 

The Boers, who apparently num 
fered about iwelve hundred, under 
General DeWet. behaved well, lea ving 
men to look after the wounded. 

The Imperial Light Horse were four- 
teen miles distant. They heard of the 
fight at balf-pasi four, and arrived at 
the scene at half-past six. After 
breathing their horses they galloped 
after the Boers, who succeeded in 
reaching the broken country, where 
the Light Horse were useless against 
superior numbers. 


General Kitchener, under date of 
Johannesburg to-day, informs the war 
office that the prisoners Tecently tak- 
en by Gen. DeWet have been released 
and arrived at Bethlelism.

A careful examination of official des- 
patches shows that from January 1 
ito June 30, the Boer sirength was re- 
duced by 11,300. For the second half 
of the year Boer casualties of all kinds 
amounted to 10,500, making « total 
amount of reduction for the year of 
21,800. Of course the Boers have ob- 
tained large numbers of recruits in 
Cape Colony during the 12 months just 
elapsed, but the situation has certain- 
ly changed so much since the begin- 
ning of the year that Fnglishmen have 
every reason to believe they enter up- 
on the new year with betiter prospects 
than these which heralded the coming 
of its predecessor.
